What is a whole life-time? a good long life- 
time? The Bible gives « true and an eloquent 
reply: “It is even 3 vapor, that appeareth for a 
little time, and thea vanisheth away.” And what 
thea is a single year? It ie but a more thin aud 
fleeting vapor still, While we are musing!y look- 
ing at it, tie already beginning to vanish from | 
sight, Whether it be a dark cloud, which spends | 
itself with weeping ; or whether it be a bright one 
flushed with the golden beams of prosperity, it is 
speedily to disappear. 

The flight of Time is rot only repid, but return- 
less, He takes no backward step, por ever re- 
traces his course. As well may you expect the 
mountain torrent to reascend its steep channe!, or 
the chariot wheels of the sun to rol! backward. 
‘The past cannot be recalled. When lost, it con 
no more be recovered. It must stay as it is, till 
the judgment day. 

These thoaghts cannot but remind us of the 
worth of time. There is so little of it, and that 
little so utterly imeclaimable when once it is 


wasted, and the consequences of its abuse are so | 


dreadfal, and the blessings of its night improve- 
ment are eo mech and ‘asting, that it exceeds ai! 
other pessesmons wm value. Troe, life is but a 
vapor; like the morning's mist which hangs on the 
surface of the lake, but which is dissipated when 
the breeze springs up, of the sun has risen in its 
strength. Yes, such is life, a vapor soon to vanieh 
into the viewless air. And yet, vapor though it 
ba, how mach may be made of it, if properly em- 
ployed. Wheat is it but a vapor which impels the 
stately barge through resisting waves and oppos- 
ing winds? What is it but a vapor which speeds 
the flying cer on its iron path? What i it but a 
vapor which compels the ponderous enginery to 
point a needle, or forge an anchor? Though life 
be but as the pallid breath of steain in its speedy 
evanescence, it may produce effects as wide as the 
word, it may heave the foundations of a continent, 
it may work results which all eternity shail feel. 
The life of Washington was 4 vapor. The life of 
Luther was a vapor, The life of the apestie Pau! 
wae a vapor. And yet bow mightily the vapor 
wrought while it lasted! We feel the effects; 
and the whole world mast fee! them to the end of 
time, and forever after. 

Oh the guilt of wasted time! How criminal to 
squander such wealth in the pursaits of folly, or 
the servitude of sin. Well has it been said by an 
old Puritan: “ The blood of the soul runs out in 
wasted time.” This is the immedicable wound 
whose inward bleeding exhausts the soul, and 
brings it, by rapid consumption, down to everiast 
ing death. This is a spiritual suicide, involving 
the horrors of an eterna! destruction. 

We have our appointed period. So much of it 
is gone. The brief remainder, increasing in pree- 
tousness as it diminishes in arnount, inust not be 
vilely thrown away. This would be to purchase 
perdition at a dreadfu! price. Let us, through 
grace, improve the invaluable treasure ; and invest 
it—for it is our whole capital, and all ie at stake- 
in ap immortality of bits, matead of an eternity 
of woe.

Bat suspecting, that 
hie orthodox friends would probably discharge 
their consciences without mech regerd to his #tip- 
ulations, be then adds a declaration that he wil) 
stop af any rate. 

He owns that his tool, Crite, “has sometimes 
drawn too sweeping conclusions from two narrow 
premises ;" end thet he commits the fault of 
“ jumping from a single premise to universal con- 
clasions.” The editor says: “We have been 
apprehensive more than once, that our orthodox 
friends would feel wronged and wounded by rep- 
resentations seemingly set forth as true in the 
general, when they were mere exceptions st the 
best.” Bat this nice editor exceses himeelf for 
“ reframing to express his just convictions at the 
time” he gave publicity to these wrong and inju- 
rious representations, by soy ing that he was ~ wait- 
ing for just such an opportunity of speaking os 
the present.” We fear thet when this unkeppy 
man made shipwreck of lis faith, hw conscience 
went with it to the bottom. We sre confident, 
that while any part of his orthodoxy held together, 
he would have scorned to practice such an act of 
deception, or to palliate it by such an uaworthy 
subterfuge. 

We have said thet the editor of the Register 
expressly declares in his poper of December 25th, 
that he intends to desist in (ature from thie offence 
agsinet religion and decency. But we did not 
believe him ; for before he closes the article which 
regards his promise, he breaks it by trying bis 
own hend in Crite’s line of labor, And 
im hie paper of January Ist, Crito, i* agen ot 
hia old trade of deception. [le finds some xeal- 
ous and devoted Presbyterian mensters lamenting 
thet their churches ere not mare prosperous in 
eptrigne! things. Those good men, net content 
that thew congregations are growing ia wealth 
and nambers, are deploring the fewnens of the ad 
ditiows to the commonicsnta, Thie is something 
that the Unitarian cannot comprehend. If his au- 
dience ia large and pesceable, and money is 
abundant for religious and charitable oses, he con 
conceive of nothing more deswabie. Not so sith 
those epiritea! pastors, whe watch and labor for 
the salvation of souls, They hong for the conver- 
fron of manners. and shen thet demres are desnp- 
pointed, they are apt to epesk of religion as low 
and declining. Crito catches ap their lements- 
tioma, and echoes them om another sense, as thongh 
ay were concessions that “orthodoxy is dying 

” when, truly, they are rather signs of its re- 
vival,

The subscriber having served the canse of phi 
lanthropy during the lest eleven years, in Cane- 
da West, promoting the moral and intellectual 
elevation as well ee physical comfort of the Ref- 
agees from slavery, respectfully tenders hee «in- 
cere thanks to ail who have asswted him in his he- 
mane and christian enterprise and wishes to make

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Galveston, Texas. 

As you enter the harbor through the creok- 
ed channel, studded on both sides with shoals 
and breakers, the gloomy pelicans seluting 
you on every side, the approach is both dif- 
feult and dangerous ; and, to add to the first 
impressron, the old boiler of the steamer New 
York, wrecked there, seems to held out of 
the water its rusty head to warn you off 
Nevertheless, there is about eleven and a 
half feet of water on the bar, and the harbor 
is easly come-at-able to the initiated. The 
low, level and sandy, but grass-covered island 
of Galveston, the north-eastern end o 
which the situated, is about thirty 
miles long, it bat three email 
thoogh of froit trees 
there are plenty in the city, planted by ite in- 
habitants. i: is tolerably fertile, and owing 
principally to the mdastry of the German 
emigrants that heve settled there, garden 
sauce of all kinds abounds. It is alro healthy 
for all but those who, unacquainted with the 
peculiarities of the climate, expose themselves 
to the hot mid-day summer sun, and thereby 
bring on attacks of the fever. It is, however, 
considered, with the majority of jadges to be 
mote healthy st any searon than New Or- 
leans. Galveston bay is about 60 miles long 
and 36 wide ; in its deepest parte there are 
about 12 feet of water. On its greatest una 
voidable shoals there is about three feet 
There are various islands in different parts 
of it; the largest is * Pelican,’ opposite the 
city of Galveston. This is, from one extrem- 
ity to the other, about four miles long, and is 
to Galveston what Concy is to New York 
It is destitute of timber, as are all the islands

public opinion. Bat do they? No, indeed ; 
for however powerful they may be in number, 
jthey are weak in influence, and this arises 
lfrom want of proper education. The sixty- 
| five thousand, two hundred and fifty-five, ev- 
| gaged im the learned professions, are tntel- 
lectually stronger than the three millions, sev- 
en hundred and nineteen thousand, nme 
hundred and fifty-one, engaged in agricul- 
ture, and therefore rule them. If it were not 
#0, seven-eights of the offices in the country 
would pot be beld by lawyers and doctors ; 
nor would ali the colleges and high schools 
be endowed principally for the benefit of the 
‘learned professions 
Farmers, wher will you arouse yourselves 
| to the dignity and importance of your calling, 
and educate yourselves to that height of m- 
telligence which will make you the rulers im- 
stead of the ruled of the other professions? 
There is surely nothing to prevent this if you 
will only be tree to yourselves. Look at the 
| millions annually thrown away upon the hor- 
rid barbarities of war, or the preparations for 
‘it, and the honors that are awarded to thuse 
engaged in shedding a brother's blood, and 
compare these with the putrful and downright 
plible sums which are grudgingly dol- 
for your benefit.

1. Mix coarse straw and similar coarse ma-

terials wih about one-third the quantity of 


hay. sprinkle over ua small quantity of brene 
pass the whole throagh a catting machine, and 
feed tt out in deep troughs, aad none of it 
will be wasted by bemg trodden under foot 
(A very large quantity may be prepared at a 
time, if found convenient to do 

2. Pill a large tight box with any desired 
quanity of chopped corn-stalkes, and with 
about one twenty-fifth pert ther balk coarsely 
ground mea ed equally through them. Let 
stem pass inte them from a borer for an hour, 
and they wil! then form a most nutricious and 
palatable fowd for cattle, especially for mich 
cows, Or the meal may be bored with a 
large quantity of water, end then poured, 
while boiling het, upon the chopped food, 
without steaming. In both cases a small quan- 
tity of salt should be sprinkled over them 

Every means of saving hay is of vital im- 
portance to the farmer, for ut us far more pleas- 
ant to be able to sell hay for 16 of €20 a ton, 
than to parchase it at that price to keep alive 
a herd of starving cattle 

Farmers who rawe moch corn, and have 
cons wily alarge quantity of cobs, will find 
it for their mterest to feed cob meal to their 
stock, instead of pursuing the usual practice 
of grinding only the grain, and throwing the 
cob, rich in farinactous matter, imto the com- 
post heap or into the fire 

Cobe, soaked in 2 solution of salt, make an 
excellent feed for oxen, cows and youn, cat- 
tle, and, by many, are deemed preferable to 
marsh hay, especially doring winter, This is 
a matter of unportance, and one that should 
be regarded as such b 
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
